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Best ways to study 
for final exams 



Study a small piece of the assignment at a time - 

Students can hold about seven or eight bits of information 
in our heads at any one time. So we need to learn a piece 
with just a few concepts or ideas, but study the piece well 
enough to understand it. 

Study aids - Use note cards, practice tests, tutors and 
teacher assistants as top study aids. 

Find a study buddy or study group - Pick out some- 
one or a group of people in your class so you can team up 
and study by reviewing information or quizzing each oth- 
er 

Review previous tests - Go over previous tests 
throughout the quarter. Spend most of your time learning 
what you got wrong. You should also take the time to get 
to know the format of the final so there are no opportuni- 
ties for misunderstanding later 

Cramming - Many say "cramming" is not the way to 
go, as you lose this information fast. If you do cram, it is 
recommended to do it within 24 hours of your final, so the 
content is fresh in your head. Review all of your material 
at least once through to deal with any and all unread ma- 
terials. You should ensure you understand all basic con- 
cepts before moving on to the next subject 

All-nighters - While it is good to try and maintain a 
"normal" sleeping schedule, this is almost impossible. Yes, 
you will be pulling a couple of all-nighters, and you will 
be fine (maybe just a little worn out after finals week). Just 
remember to take short breaks in between tasks to give 
your brain a refresher 

Caffeine - Perfect for the late night study sessions. 
Be sure to keep quantities of Red Bull, Mt. Dew and cof- 
fee on hand 

Collaborate notes - Compare class notes with peers 
to make sure you have all the needed information 

Pick a good study environment - You can accom- 
plish much more quality study time in an academic-like 
atmosphere than studying at home. Cut out all distrac- 
tions while brainstorming to help maintain your train of 
thought 

Choose a study time that best suits you - Some peo- 
ple have more energy in the daytime, therefore study hard- 
er then, while others have higher efficiency during the late 
hours of the night. Find what works best for you and ded- 
icate your more difficult tasks to these study times.

Taking even a few minutes away 
from studying can help information 
retention by giving a revitalized ap- 
proach to study material. Here are 
a few helpful study tips for the long 
week ahead. 

READ A BOOK 

While more reading might not 
seem the remedy for test stress, 
reading a fun novel can provide re- 
lief from an overload of facts, fig- 
ures and statistics. Naomi Rockler- 
Gladen, professor of Colorado State 
University, suggests reading an en- 
grossing but not too dense novel. 
Reading for fun can also be used as 
a motivational tool. After complet- 
ing a review session let your mind 
relax a little with something it en- 
joys reading. 



TAKE A WALK 

Sitting in a rigid wooden chair 
and staring at a computer screen 
or book for hours warrants a bit of 
movement. Even a 10-minute walk 
can help refresh and rejuvenate 
the mind. Not only does exercise 
improve blood circulation, it also 
helps release pent up energy. 

EAT A SNACK 

The Purdue University Student 
Health Center suggests consuming 
protein over carbohydrates to keep 
energy on an even and stable lev- 
el. This also means avoiding sug- 
ary snacks and candy bars in fa- 
vor of high protein bars. Drinking 
plenty of water helps maintain en- 
ergy without a rush and subsequent 
downslide. 

PLAY LIKE A KID 

The Chronicle for Higher Ed- 
ucation reported in January 2005 
that State University of New York 



College at Oneonta gave students 
coloring books, play dough and 
crayons to relieve stress in a party 
themed "Return to Kindergarten."
